There are two men in CV«shc.cr<>rj 


this evening who ate glad Andy We is 
uer, 
president of the I'rctuium Manu- 


facturing company, is possessed of 
nerve 
and has sufficient 
physical 


strength to protect himself even when 
a revolver in tbe bands of an infuriat- 
ed man is thrust in his face. 
It all happened on North Third 
street about 3 o'clock Monday after- 
noon, and but for the prompt action of 
Weisner would have resulted in a trag- 
edy. Fortunately the men reached 
an understanding, und when Chief 
Mapel reached the scene he quietly 
took possession of the revolver and 
put it in his pocket.

FAST TIME FOR PEACHES. 


They Went Over the Pan Handle at Speed 


That Broke tbe Record. 


A few days ago a special freight 
train with about 20 cars loaded with 
peaches made the run of 100 miles be- 
tween Columbus and JDencison in two 
hours and thirty-five minutes, hauling 
about 840 tons of freight. This is re- 
markable time considering the dis- 
tance, which is just 100 miles. 
The 
f-raio. wa&deiayed twenty minute* -so 
that the actual running time was two 
hours and Sfteen minutes for 100 
miles. This was perhaps the best 
record ever made by a freight train on 
any road in the United Slates. 


Tbe Pan Handle is also running sev- 
eral trains loaded with Delaware and 
-Jersey peaches for western cities every 
day. These trains are run on fast 
schedule between Carnegie and Col- 
umbus. Some of them have been 
making a mile a minute between Den- 
nison and Newark.

Captaia Bauer, who arrived here 


two hours after the catastrophe, said: 
"The boat was getting ready to land 
when the squall struck her and she 
listed. Several passengers who were 
Inside jumped overboard and were 
caught by the boat. The women, all 
of whom were in the cabin, could not 
be reached. The boat settled down 
in 10 feet of water over a reef, and two 
of the men who were in the cabin. 
H. E. Worten and N*. S. Quartermouse 
of Hampton, broke through tne glass 
and were saved. Three colored deck- 
hands saved a woman and child. A 
yawl that had broken loose was 
caught by some of those struggling in 
the water and taken to Use bank. We 
returned to the boat on this, but could 
nad no signs of life and returned to 
shore." 


The boat was valued at about 510.000 


and had been in the trade for several 
years, being owned by Captain Otto 
Bauer of Golcoada. Ills. 


The ifary N went to the scene of 


the wreck, returned at midnight with 
eigit saved, and reported that 10 
women drowned. The total number 
of those who perished may reach 1 
or 20. None of the bodies were recov- 
ered, as the rescuers could not get 
iato the cabin. The only woman saved. 
was Mrs. Hay den, wife of engineer.

About j 
60 men left the Pennsylvania works { 
and it is almost certain that all of j 
the remaining 600 will join in the j 
movement and completely tie up the !

When the strikers 1 
filed out of the Pennsylvania works ! 
they made the explanation that they i 
had rather quit work than work with j 
nonunion steel.

There was an incipient strike at the 


Keystone rolling mills, which is an 
independent property. The men ob- 
jected to furnishing material to the 
United States Steel corporation, bat 
the Amalgamated Association ordered 
them to resume work. This action is 
taken as meaning that all contracts 
made by independent mills_before the 
strike began will be resnected. 


The steel trust also made a series 


of gains Monday in the restoration of 
properties crippled by the strike of 
the Amalgamated Association and its 
sympathizers. The steel mills at Mo- 
nessen. after a long period of inactiv- 
ity. 
were partly put in motion by 


strike breakers gathered In some of 
the southern states, two more mills 
in the Painter plant were also started 
up and another mill at the Clark prop- 
erty. which also operated for the first 
time. There has been some disorder 
in the streets of Moaessen daring the 
day. but the local police never lost 
control of the demonstrative crowds 
and there was no serious trouble. The 
reopening of the Monessen mili 5s ly=- 
Heved to be the Srst of a series of 
aggressive moves on the part of ths 
steel corporation. 
Preparations are 


known to be in prosrress for reopening 
the Star tin mills in this city and for 
increasing the force at the Lindsay & 
McCutohfon mills, and it is thought 
to be only a matter of time before the 
strongholds of the strikers, like New- 
castle. McKeesport, Wheeling. Bel- 
'.aire and Mingo Junction, will be 
invaded. 


Strikers deny that any real progress 


has been made at either Monessen or 
Painter's and say they are not to be 
frightened at the burning of a lot of 
coal, and the mere operation of ma- 
chinery. They say that skilled men 
can not be secured outside of their 
ranks and thit none of their men are 
deserting, despite claims to the con- 
trary.

Cleveland, Aug. 2«X— Adaia Kest and 


Joseph Eugene, two of the dozen or 
more workmen who were trapped la 
the waterworks tunnel 200 feel below 
the surface of Lake Erie by tLe burn- 
ing of the crib last Wednesday morn- 
ing, were rescued from their horrible 
position and are l>ing semi-conscious 
at Huron street hospital, where with 
careful nursing, physicians say, the/ j

their 
former 


strength and probably be none the 
worse for their experience. Shut off 
from the upper world, the men knew 
nothing of the cause that killed so 
many of their comrades. They knew 
something severed their connection 
with the crib. They knew that be- 
yond the air lock, behind which they 
had taken refuge, the air was too foul 
to breathe- But they supposed that 
the trouble was temporary. Each day 
they expected to have their comrades 
come down the tunnel bent on res-'Lc. 
When their signal for help tapped on 
the air pipe was at last answered from 
the crib, Kest and Eugene were pre- 
paring to eat raw mule meat, 


The rappings on the pipe, through 


which air is forced into the tunnel. 
astonished the workmen, and when 
they rapped on pipe responsive raps 
were heard. Preparations were at 
once made to pump air into the tunnel 
and to send down a rescuing party. 
Subsequently Adam Kest and John 
Eugene, who -were supposed to have 
perished, 
were" rescued alive and 


taken to a hospital after being con- 
fined in the tunnel 5\? days. 


At the hospital Eugene Kest related 


some of their experiences. 
They said 


that they did not know there had 
been a fire c.nd they could not account 
for their plight unless sx>me accident 
had happened which would soon be 
repaired. As the time passed by. how- 
ever, and kours lengthened into days. 
the men were beginning to fear that 
they were doomed to death either fay 
starvation, suffocation or drowning. 
Their tapping on the pipe to attract 
possible attention was done with little 
hope of its being heard, but fortune 
favored them and tfcair presence was 
realized when a number of men who 
were at work repairing the burned 
crib heard the faint noise way down 
under ground and immediately set out 
to rescue the unfortunates. 


Akron Boilermakers Strike. 


Akron, O., Aug. 20. — Over 300 em- 


ployes of the Stirling Boiler company 
at Barberton walked out. The trouble 
arises from the fact that the company 
had employed one nonunion boiler- 
maker. T»-ho was pat to work last 
week, and whose dismissal the men 
demanded after he refused to join the 
union. The company's officials re- 
fused the demand of the men and they 
did not return to work after the 
noon hour Monday. Nearly 600 men 
are employed at the works, but the 
strike compelled the entire factory to 
close. 


Killed at a Crossing.

They 
will be as conspicuous as possible, so 
taat they can be read at a consider- 
able distance from tbe highways, ilail 
carriers will receive their weather pre- 
dictions for the dar before they start 
on their routes ia the morning and -will 
put up the proper signals on both Bides 
of their carts.
